from Paris seemed to indicate. 
The British attitude is

It is recognized that the 
atmosphere of a war memorial un­ 
veiling was not a suitable one for the 
announcement of 
any 
change 
in 
French policies and the fact that Pre­ 
mier Poincare merely reaffirme 
the 
rigid French views without making 
them any stronger offered some little 
satisfaction and encouragement. 
The British, it is indicated, will 
proceed with the work of drafting the 
note to be submitted to the allies and 
the United States just as if M. Poin­ 
care had not spoken his mind. Lord 
Curzon, the foreign secretary, arrived 
at the foreign office early this morn­ 
ing and the completed draft of the 
document will 
probably 
go to the 
cabinet tomorrow. 
The French- premier’s announce­ 
ment bas left the British undaunted 
in their efforts to make proposals 
which will be acceptable to the al­ 
lies. 
As for the French premier’s 
expressed fear that a new interna­ 
tional reparation commission would 
be nothing more than a “coalition of 
the interests opposed to us,” the Brit­ 
ish reply is that such a commission 
can easily be formed with strict legal 
regard for the treaty of Versailles it 
the allies are willing. They point to 
the precedent of the bankers’ com­ 
mission which undertook a similar 
task last year.

which has supervision over the state 
hospitals is entirely successful 
and 
the 
institutions 
have 
progressed 
much more under the new system 
than they ever had under the old 
regime,” Dr. George P. Aru, medical 
director of the State Institutions said 
recently to 
the 
Journalism 
class 
from the 
University 
who 
visited 
State Hospital No. 4. 
‘‘Our institutions have been .aken, 
out of politics, and placed on a non-! 
partisan working 
basis,” he 
said, j 
“The old system of making our state 
institutions a field In which to pro­ 
mote the cause of the political am­ 
bitious and a place for individuals 
to work for private gain has passed. 
To return to the old regime would 
be to take a si>p backward in the de­ 
velopment of our state hospitals.” 
“The hospitals today are controlled 
by a bi-partisan board consisting of 
six members, three 
democrats and 
three republicans. 
The work of the 
board however is non-partisan. 
We 
employ our assistants and select our 
superintendents 
considering 
their 
ability rather than their political af­ 
filiations.” 
Caring for 884 of the States insane 
Hospital No. 4 is one of tho 
most 
modern institutions of the six hos­ 
pitals. 
Built on the 
cottage 
plan 
which lends a more homelike atmos­ 
phere, located upon 
981 
acres of 
beautifully kept land, everything is 
planned for the peace and content-! 
ment of the patients to aid in their 
recovery. There are nineteen build­ 
ings of the institution, and 
every 
scientific method is employed to re­ 
store the insane to normal mental­ 
ity- 
Muffs, straight jackets, hand-cuffs, 
and other methods of subduing those I 
violently insane have been abolished. 
According to the new theory for 
curing those 
mentally 
abnormal,) 
their recovery is a matter of keeping 
the patients 
occupied and 
supple­ 
menting 
normal 
for 
abnormal 
thought. 
Class room exercises 
in­ 
clude physical education, singing and; 
such forms of work as basket weav­ 
ing, rug making, toy making, 
and j 
chair caining. 
Only recently has surgical aid been 
supplied in the hospitals. 
In the in­ 
stitution at Farmington a patient in 
need of surgical attention had to be 
sent to some other hospital, but work 
is now being done to establish facili­ 
ties for surgical attention for the pa­ 
tients. 
Windows, doors, and porches once 
closed by iron bars are 
now open.; 
The bars have all been removed in 
an effort to make 
the 
institution 
more homelike and 
remove 
every 
suggestion which might suggest con­ 
finement and imprisonment to the in­ 
mates. 
Aside from the large acreage upon 
which the institution is located, 1200 
acres are leased yearly upon which 
nearly all of the vegetables of the in­ 
stitution are raised.

raises its own meat supply.

His wife, 
through letters from 
her 
husband 
knew of the country and its location 
and shortly afterward came to Mis­ 
souri. She was reputed to be a wise, 
and just woman, and held court in 
the district, settlers coming for miles 
to have their disputes settled. 
An interesting coincidence is con­ 
nected with this gift. Mr. Long and 
Mr. Bisby were partners in business, 
and Mr. Bisby married Mr. Long’s 
sister. Several jears ago Mr. Bisby 
died in Westfield, N. Y., and Mr. 
Long erected to his memory in that 
town a similar community building. 
After Mr. Long’s death Mrs. 
Bisby 
planned the erection of the memorial 
building for him at Farmington. 
Soon after the blue prints were com­ 
pleted and bids received for the erec­ 
tion of the structure. Mrs. Bisby died, 
leaving the work unfinished, but she 
had made provision in her will for 
the completion of the structure.
